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hen I was a kid, I thought the

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Paling worries AIDS activists | 


It may be more difficult to encourage testing and disclosure

Supreme Court of Canada deci- 
Aes ordering a new trial for an 
HIV-positive man found not 
guilty of assault after having unpro- 
tected sex with women has enraged 
AIDS activists. 

In a controversial decision hand- 
ed down last week, the court ruled 
Henry Cuerrier acted criminally 
when he failed to tell his lovers he 
was infected with the virus that 
causes AIDS. Cuerrier will now go 
to trial for a second time on charges 
of aggravated assault because the 
high court said his failure to inform 
two women of his condition nulli- 
fied their consent to have sex. 

Cuerrier was warned in 1992 by 
public health authorities in Squam- 
ish, B.C., against having unprotect- 
ed sex and instructed to tell his 
partners he had HIV after testing 
positive for the virus. Within weeks, 
he met a woman and began a 20- 
month relationship which involved 
unprotected sex. Cuerrier even told 
the woman he had tested negative 
for HIV. He refused to comply with 
directions from medical officers in 
Squamish that he disclose his condi- 
tion. He then began a second rela- 
tionship with another woman, 
which lasted one month. Neither 
woman became infected with HIV. 

Lower courts found Cuerrier not 
guilty but appeals brought the case 
before the high court. 

The decision, critics charge, cre- 
ates more confusion and could pre- 
vent people from being tested for 
the AIDS virus. 

“Our work, always, in the AIDS 
community has been towards 
encouraging people to disclose and 
to engage in voluntary testing and 
to take preventive measures,” said 
Sherry McKibben, executive direc- 
tor of the Edmonton AIDS Network. 

“But the difficulty with this case 
is that it damages that process and 
it makes the disease go under- 
ground . . . criminalizing an activity 
makes it go underground.” 

Erin Nelson, a lawyer with the 
University of Alberta’s Health Law 
Institute, says the ruling virtually 
guarantees a conviction on a new 
trial for Cuerrier but can’t say how 
it might affect people infected with 
other sexually transmitted diseases, 
or people who are HIV-positive and 
share needles with other people. 

Ralph Jurgens, executive director 
of the Canadian HIV-AIDS Legal 
Network, says the decision opens a 
Pandora’s Box of new problems. 
“The courts can include other 
STDs as well but it did not say 
which 5 these are and it will be 
left to” 


to disclose.’ ” 

Jurgens says his group intervened 
in the case to argue public health 
law, not criminal law, should handle 
the issue of disclosure. He accuses 
medical officials in B.C. of not using 
all the tools public health law puts 
at its disposal. Health officials, he 
suggests, could have essentially 
imprisoned Cuerrier for up to one 
year for failing to inform his lovers 
of his medical condition. 

“They did not use all of the pow 
ers they had under those laws.” 

Jurgens says it is rare for persons 


infected with HIV to behave the way

t’s a sad, sad day when the people promot- 
ing a marathon refer to time spent running 

26 miles as a festival. Sure, there’s plenty 
to celebrate in the completion of such trials, 
but those celebrations are of deep, personal 
victories. It hardly qualifies as festive. There 
is one marathon that makes the grade, 
though: the annual Die-Nasty Soap-a-Thon 
—a non-stop, live, improvised play that 
runs for an entire weekend. Watch the kick- 
off Friday at 6 p.m. or drop in after last call 
Sunday morning. You'll find 
some of 
Edmonton's 
best improv 
players going 
all-out in a 53- 
hour show. 

And no mat- 
ter what time 
you drop in 
this weekend, 
you're guaran- 
teed to see per- 
formances by 
Dana Andersen, 
Mark Meer and 
Patti Stiles who 
vow they'll make 
like Energizer 
Bunnies. While 
other performers 
take the stage in 
shifts and some 
even maintain nor- 
mal sleeping pat- 
terns, the trio of 
marathon perform- 
ers will not sleep 
because they'll be 
busy performing for 
just over 53 hours. 

It won't be the first 
time such enduring 
performances have 
been staged. Now in

“You are truly in the improv moment,” 
Stiles said. “There is no thought — it is all 
honest response.” 

“Your stream of consciousness has flood- 
ed over the banks,” Andersen explained.

Meer declares that, after living as your 
madeup character long enough, you stop re- 
acting and start acting. 

“Once you're on stage (for

long) you are reacting more 
with your reptile brain. As 
you get more sleep- 

deprived you start reacting 
rather than acting. And it 
helps. You are more-in———~ 
character, especially if you 
have been someone other 
than yourself for more than 
a day.” 

There are some bizarre side-effects, 
though. Andersen and colleague Jeff Haslam

Whatever the side-effects, one thing 
remains constant: the performers, accompa- 
nied by a scheduled lineup of Soap-a-Thon 
orchestra members working under the guid- 
ance of directors who likewise work in 
shifts, hope to do the best they can for a 
growing fan base. 

During its first years, the Soap-a-Thon’s 
attendance was predictably 
low 
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its inaugural trip around the world, crossing 
a series of specially constructed bridge- 
ways. Look for shades of Titanic meets On 
the Twentieth Century. Or anything else. 
Running gags are a tradition during the 
Soap-a-Thon so some jokes can run from 
one year to the next, Last year’s creation of 
The Monkeys Who Rule Heaven (The Chimp 
of Death, the Gorilla of Guilt, the Orangutan 
of Fate and the Spider Monkey of Fear) may 
make a return or at least be referred to. The 
romance between Lyle and Joni Fuckshit 
(nee Mitchell) may continue. 

Other running gags include the return of 
Gratuitous Nudity Hours (fleshy, non-sexual 
performances Saturday from 6 - 8 a.m.). And 
for the first time, audience members get to 
see The Hour of Forbidden Improv 
Characters (vampires, aliens and anyone or 
anything difficult to interact with in an 
improv situation, Sunday from 4 - 6 a.m.) 


p-m.). 

The Soap-a-Thon is also a sort of testing 
ground for regular members of Die-Nasty! 
(the improvised soap runs every Monday 
night at the Varscona, starting Oct. 26) to try 
out new characters they're developing for 
the coming season. Andersen, who some- 
times has trouble inventing a character (one 
year he openly admitted as much to audi- 
ences at the beginning of the marathon, 
asked them to assign him a name and pro- 
fession, then became wildly inspired), will 
make an appearance as Fidel Castro. During 
this summer's Die-Nasty Late-Night Fringe 
shows he took on the Cuban dictator's char- 
acter and does an eerie impersonation of el 
presidente. Meer plans on bringing audi- 
ences a glimpse of Patchouli but will also 
draw the curtain on gonzo journalist Fisher 
T. Johnson, a spoof of Hunter S. Thompson. 
Stiles may revive Felicity Felini, who operat- 
ed a micro-donut stand at the Fringe, and 
hints that her wildly popular character 
Nautical Yuleeanhov may make an appear- 
ance. 

Naturally, the regulars can’t pull off 53 
hours by themselves. So as usual they'll be 
joined by a handful of local actors and musi- 
cians. Because improv isn’t everyone’s cup 
of tea, the Soap-a-Thon represents a golden 
opportunity for actors to take 
some tremendous risks on

female friend of mine used to tell me that the hard 
Ass left in terms of gender construction was up to 
the men. 

As my friend saw it, women since the dawn of the 
feminist experiment had been struggling to redefine and 
to reconstruct what it meant to be a woman and femi- 
nine and, by large part, had succeeded in exploding the 
restrictive definitions and constructions of the past. 

But alas, not so with men. In my friend's eyes and in 
the eyes of many other men and women like her, the 
lack of effort most men apply to the construction of 
their gender identity was appalling, particularly because 
most men still define masculinity as “not being female,” 
a troublesome intellectual approach when one con- 
siders that the very definition of what it means to 
be female has been called into question by the 
progress of feminism. 

For director John Cooper this lack of explo- 
ration into the definition of masculinity and the 
thorny question of “what does it mean to be 
male?” represent an exciting artistic opportuni- 
ty, and one he's eager to delve into with his 
production of the bold new play Mojo, open- 
ing the Theatre Network season with a bang. 

“Our society is out of balance, the yang 
energy is out of control,” says Cooper. “We 
live in a world where mind is dominating 
over spirit and heart, where the masculine is 
out of control, a world dominated by vio- 
lence and murder, where men kill each 
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Me “The play explores

as a weapon and a 
tool for advance- 
ment,” says Cooper

Written to great critical acclaim by 26- 
year-old British playwright Jez Butterworth 
in 1995, Mojo chronicles the adventure of two 
small-time losers who run the juke boxes and 
do the grunt work at an East End nightclub “on 
the very edge of the criminal scene.” Desperate 
to improve their lot in the world, the two dis- 
cover a brand-new singing sensation — Silver 
Johnny — and decide to cash in on his talent 
with the clubowner and the local mogul. 

“The shit hits the fan when the kid vanishes 
and the boss turns up dead.” 

Cooper describes the play as being similar to 
works by David Mamet and Quentin 
Tarantino. 

“But Mojo is more self-exploratory. It's not just a 
male play that women won't enjoy. It asks some tough 
questions about masculinity. 

“It's a play about the erasure of the feminine impulse 
and its use as a tool to raise your status in a group, but 
it's not written as a polemic. It's a story about what peo- 
ple do to survive. There is a lot of disenfranchisement 
as the core of this play. These are bright, capable men 
being depicted, more the victims of bad circumstances 
than bad souls.” 

Cooper is especially happy with the quality of 
Butterworth's script and promises a real linguistic treat. 
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play are perhaps not using the most intellectual lan- 
guage but they are doing what men do in all the bas- 
tions of masculinity — real Alpha male stuff.” 

Cooper is also quick to add that Mojo is a very funny 
and entertaining play that underlines “the truth that 
being a man is really, really ridiculous.”

touring Canadian band. After all, that’s what Canadian 
touring acts are all about. But the hip hop influences 
which clearly dominate the band’s sound? Stone 
Groove admits the Canadian music industry isn’t set 
up to handle the music of someone like BTK. But he 
also suggests there’s no reason that can’t change. 

“I think a lot of people know there’s more interest 
in other types of music than is represented by record 
companies who don’t seem to want to try and push 
that. They say they can’t sell (hip hop music) but I've 
never seen them try to sell it so I don’t know how the 
hell they know that.” 

BTK got around that stepping stone by building 
Toronto-area and Canadian street-level hype with sin- 
gles and innovative videos like Corncob Pipe and 
Superchile, then landing a high-profile deal with New 
York-based label Ignition Records (which is, in turn, 
distributed in Canada by BMG). 

But what about the other knock on hip hop artists

resident guest conductor and director of 

Symphony Under the Sky, must have been 
born under a lucky star. Considering the stress- 
es he dealt with at this year’s festival, it’s a 
wonder things actually came off as well as they 
did. But maybe that’s one reason we have truly 
“professional” musicians playing in the ESO. 

With the uncertainty of early September 
weather (rain, wind, snow?) taken care of by a 
beautifully sunny weekend, Hoyt could put 
more energies into this year’s other dilemmas 
— most importantly, the Air Canada pilots’ 
strike, which stranded Ani Aznavoorian, one of 
the scheduled instrumental soloists, in New 
York and forced another soloist’s agent to 
spend five hours waiting in line to make alter- 
native arrangements. There were even unusual 
(and now, quite humorous) circumstances per- 
taining to music faxed from Switzerland to 
allow for asudden programme change. 

It all began Thursday with music having to 
do with travel, and the first work of the 
“Musical Voyages” concert set the climatic 
tone for the entire festival. Felix 
Mendelssohn’s Calm Sea and Prosperous 
Voyage, which was sensitively performed by 
the orchestra, was a somewhat musically 
prophetic forecast of how the weather condi- 
tions persisted through five days and nights. 

Eldon Rathbum’'s Train To Mariposa (a 
musical vignette about the final chapter of 
Stephen Leacock’s Sunshine Sketches of a 
Litile Town) was somewhat unremarkable 
except for the fact a noisy squirrel chattered in 
perfect rhythm with the music for at least two 
minutes (honest!). Then Canadian soprano 
Joanne Kolomyjec performed three arias with 
astrong demonstrative presentation of her 
very expressive and theatrical voice. Antonin 
Dvorak’s Song To the Moon from the opera 
Rusalka was especially beautiful — almost 
ethereal in fact. Then Kolomyjec vamped and 
played with members of the orchestra and 
audience as she acted and sang Franz Léhar’s 
Meine Lippen sie Iciissen so heisse. 
Spontaneity like this has definitely endeared 






her to Edmonton audiences. 

Friday’s concert “Under Paris Skies” fea- 
tured a rare performance of Baroque-era music 
by the ESO. The most familiar aspect of Jean- 
Joseph Mouret’s Suite de Sinfonies was the 
main theme of the opening movement, once 
used on the television series Masterpiece 
Theatre. Featured soloist André Laplante, 
whose agent bore the stress of rescheduling 
his journey to Edmonton, then performed 
Maurice Ravel’s Piano Concerto for Left Hand 
in D Major with true virtuosity and masterful 
technique. Those who knew they couldn't 
begin to perform it with two good hands were 
in awe although some may have found the 
piece a bit distant musically, considering it’s 
one of Ravel's deeper works. 





Saturday evening, Hoyt and the orchestra 
faced a dilemma because scheduled soloist 
Aznavoorian couldn't circumnavigate the 
pilots’ strike. Fortunately, ESO concertmaster 
Martin Riseley, on a mere two day’s notice, 
rose to the occasion and performed the some- 
what daunting Violin Concerto in D Minor by 
Finnish composer Jean Sibelius — not the type 
of piece you'd expect someone to be able to 
perform at the drop of a hat, so to speak. 

Sunday afternoon's main stage recital was 
one of the festival's true musical jewels. With 
Aznavoorian unable to perform, three of the 
instrumental soloists along with ESO principal 


cellist Colin Ryan and pianist Janet Scott Hoyt, 
presented some chamber music. Violinist 
Joanne Opgenorth and her violist sister Karen 
opened with a rousing presentation of 
Passacaglia by George Frederic Handel, 
arranged for the two instruments from a work 
for keyboard. The tonal and timbral balance 
between their two instruments showed 
through in their musical interplay, and the 
closeness of their ensemble proved their affini- 
ty for playing together even though they don’t 
get together often since leaving Edmonton. 
Then they joined Riseley and the aforemen- 
tioned group in Dvorak’s Quintet in A Major 
for Piano and String Quartet Op. 81. The 
ensemble was precise and expressive, with the 
tone of Riseley’s Gagliano soaring beautifully, 


like a bird in 
full flight. 
Yet no one 
instrument was ever 
really overpowered. 
Compliments for excellent miking go to 
sound engineer Jon Beckett. 

The evening’s orchestral concert, The Great 
Outdoors, was preceded by solo alphornist 
William Hopson’s presentation about the 2,000- 
year-old history and folk traditions of the 11-ft. 
instrument and explained its mechanics. In the 
concert, Percy Grainger’s arrangement of the 
Londonderry Air was lushly harmonic, sensi- 


: tively played by the orchestra and truly evoca- 







tive of the outdoors considering several gulls 
were screeching in the background. And 
Hopson’s performance of Jean Daetwyler’s 
Concerto No. 1 for Alphorn and Orchestra was 
wonderfully expressive. His alphorn possesses 
arich variety of tonal colors and his dynamic 
variation — from the most blaring fortissimos 
to the most delicate of pianissimos — clearly 
demonstrated the wide range and performance 
potential of the instrument. 

Following the intermission, Hopson and 
Hoyt performed a duet for alphorns, the tradi- 
tional folk melody Ruhig, meaning “peaceful.” 

Monday afternoon’s concert (“The Cannons 
Are Coming”) featured the Opgenorth sisters 
as soloists in Wolfgang Amadeus Mozart's 
Sinfonia Concertante for Violin, Viola and 
Orchestra. Their playing was richly textured 
and the sound of their respective instruments 
beautifully matched. Karen’s viola has a robust 
tone which is often lacking in solo violas. It 
was never overpowered by the solo violin or 
the orchestra, as can often be the case. And 
Joanne’s performance was strong and confi- 
dent, though there were occasional lapses in 
intonation. She possesses a warm and lush 
tone with an expressive vibrato. 

The concert concluded with 
Tschaikowsky’s 1812 Overture, with 


Canadian Artillery along with some 
audience participation in the form of the 


Pp howitzers fired by members of the 
20th Field Regiment of the Royal 


der bell-ringing. The hills were alive with a 


capacity crowd on this day; in fact, sever- 
al hundred were turned away at the gate. 
Being used to applause only at the con- 
clusion of a complete work, I found the 
spontaneous acknowledgement between 
movements in the festival’s informal setting 
somewhat detracting, particularly after the 
close of the slow movement of the Mozart. 
Nevertheless, I’m pleased audiences enjoyed 
the performances and that the festival draws 
so many people who have probably never been 
exposed to the symphonic repertoire. Bravo, 
David Hoyt and the ESO!

Wailers producer compiles as good a box set as you'll find: it’s essential listening for Marley fans 


Wailers series (assembled by 

reggae-ologists Roger Stef- 
fens and Bruno Blum) is 
absolutely essential for any Bob 
Marley fan. A fabulous follow-up 
to Bob Marley and The Wailers 
Part 1: Soul Almighty, this new 
Complete Bob Marley and The 
Wailers Part IJ gathers together 
virtually everything The Wailers 
recorded with Lee “Scratch” 
Perry and presents it in digitally 
remastered sound and with exten- 
sive, interesting liner notes. 

Koch International is distribut- 
ing the JAD release, a three-CD set 
with the titles Soul Rebel, Soul 
Revolution Part IT and More Axe. 

The third disc contains the 
obligatory previously unreleased 
tracks: a killer take of Kaya, 
Shocks Of Mighty and a rare ver- 
sion of Soul Almighty featuring 
Lee Perry himself. 

Producer Lee Perry’s motto was 
“IT rock the earth and the earth 
rock I,” and he rocks our world 
with the work he did with Marley 
from the late ’60s to the ’70s. 
Perry’s early life mirrors most of 
Jamaica’s musical superstars; 
born poor in a small village, he 
moved to Kingston, earned an 
early reputation as a tough street 
kid, then immersed himself in the 


Tt magnificent Complete 


music. In the late 1950s, he sussed 
out the moves and got in the 
groove. Perry’s first professional 
job was with pioneering record 
producer Clement “Coxsone” 
Dodd at his soon-to-be-legendary 
Studio One. 

Perry’s band, The Upsetters, left 
him to join Toots Hibbert as The 
Maytals; he then hired replace- 
ments The Hippy Boys, the Barrett 
brothers-led band that backed up 
singer Max Romeo. The Hippy 
Boys were then approached by 
Marley, Peter Tosh and Bunny 
Wailer. When the band joined 
these three, Perry came along as 
producer. 

These recordings reflect the era 
that marked a turning point, not 
only in the careers of Marley and 
Perry, but;reggae itself. 

The 62-year-old Perry currently 
resides in Switzerland and is in 
contact with reggae archivist 
Steffens. 

Unfortunately, a few Perry-pro- 


;duced Wailers songs.are missing 


from this set, due to the fact 
Island Records is stubbornly hold- 
ing the rights to them for its 
Marley box set, 
Freedom. However, this box set is 
as complete a Marley retrospec- 
tive as you'll find.

f they had more experience in the 
[seat world, perhaps the Plaid 

Tongued Devils would have 
known better when they organized 
their first rock opera. 

“Normally, in the theatre world, if 
they think the reaction is going to be 
good, they’ll make provisions for a 
remount of the show the next year 
or something,” said guitar playing 
and singing Devil AK this week “But 
we didn’t make those provisions.” 

As a result, the Calgary band now 
has a new album entitled Jn 
Klezskavania — actually the sound- 
track from that rock opera, which 
ran from Feb. 25 to March 14 at the 
Big Secret Theatre in Calgary’s 
Performing Arts Centre. But though 
they're hoping to organize an 
Edmonton production of In 
Klezskavania in the spring of 2000, 
they don’t yet have a way of allow- 










ing more people to enjoy the theatri- 
cal show. 

Not that it really matters to Plaid 
Tongued Devils fans. In 
Klezskavania — the album — is still 
a tantalizing mix of Eastern 
European sounds and danceable 
beats, all with an undercurrent of 
the band’s Celtic roots. “A lot of peo- 
ple said (the theatre production) 
was kind of a cross between The 
Rocky Horror Picture Show and 
Fiddler on the Roof,” confessed AK, 
and those same influences can be 
heard in the soundtrack. 

But more importantly, it’s the live 
show that really makes the Plaid 
Tongued Devils such an enjoyable 
band. With their original music and 
a clever mix of traditional and cover 
tunes to get even the most lead-foot- 
ed onlooker onto the dance floor, 
they’re as entertaining as any rock 
opera. “When we pull out the Barber 
of Seville or Hungarian Dance #5 
by Brahms, people tend to go a little 
crazy.” 

AK admits Calgary’s music scene 
doesn’t often leave room — outside 
the booming punk rock scene and 
an otherwise fairly conservative live 
atmosphere — for quirky roots 
music or anything out of the ordi- 
nary. That’s why he says the band 
enjoys its regular trips to Edmonton, 
including a couple of shows this 
weekend — Friday, Sept. 11 at the 
High Run Club (4926 - 98 Ave.) and 
Saturday, Sept. 12 at the Old 
Strathcona Arts Barns (10330 - 84 
Ave.) for the Instruments of Change 
fund-raising concert. 

They also have more tangible 
links to Edmonton; their new record 
is distributed by Edmonton's Spirit 
River Distribution and they’re work- 
ing on a deal with Captain Tractor’s 
former management team. With all 
those links, hopefully it won’t be 
long before Edmonton is blessed 
with the full In Klezskavania expe- 
rience.

Robertson aims to get his view- 
ers to explore exactly how it is our 
society creates desire for such 
constructions. "I'm interested in 
exploring our obsession with 
fame, wealth and collectibles," 
said the 23-year-old, currently in 
town for the opening of his show, 
Famous™, running at Latitude 53 
(10137-104 St.) until Oct. 3. 

Famous™ is laden with deft, 
satirical comments and allusions 
to the contradictory impulses dri- 
ving our consumer-oriented soci- 
ety: sentimental ads for collectible 
dolls, blown up to huge propor- 
tions, gilded in gold and hung like 
fine art; 150 identical ceramic 
Buddhas lined up on nondescript 
shelves, mocking the Western 
desire to commercialize every- 
thing, including the staunchly anti- 
material Eastern faith; and a “gift 
shop" that does double duty, serv- 
ing both as part of the exposition 
and as an actual profit centre for 
the exhibit, where visitors can buy 
mementos just like any block- 
buster art exhibit. 

"I want (viewers) to walk out of 
the gallery laughing with me and 
not at me," said Robertson of the 
intent behind this unique show. "I 
want them to realize that they are 
being had when they buy all the 
cheesy stuff and that. while it's not 
necessarily bad to buy all that 
crap, there is some mastermind 
behind it all, cashing in." 

Robertson's 10 doll paintings are 
a case in point. The artist is the 
first to admit he's not flattering the 
companies marketing these expen- 
sive, mail-order, collectible dolls. 
But he's also not "out to get them." 
Rather, by blowing up the maga- 
zine ads (to his final 4-ft. by 2-ft.

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size) and by obliterating the back- 
ground with gold, Robertson 
allows the dolls to free-float in the 
ad space and underline the 
attempts made by marketers to 
recreate these dolls as commodi- 
ties and objects of value. 

"I imagine this is how the people 
who design these ads would want 
you to envision them," Robertson 
said. "They want you to think that 
they can make you rich or replace 
something that has been lost in 
your life, like a child who has 
grown up. 

"There are creepy dolls and 
creepy companies that sell them.

I'm not trying to change people;

Robertson is also the first to 
admit his personal stake in his 
work. After all, his decision to 
focus on fame and obsession was 
based in large part on is own expe- 
rience. Take fame for example: for 
Robertson, it seems only natural to 
deconstruct the very underpin- 
nings of fame and success, consid- 
ering his growing fame and the 
enviable level of success and press 
he has achieved, especially for an 
artist of his age who has yet to 
have a major solo show. 

"I am a walking contradiction," 
asserted Robertson, who has had 
work (two ceramic Buddhas, to be 
exact) purchased by the Art Gal- 
lery of Ontario and the National 
Gallery, "I hate fame but it is what 
my work is all about."

t 16, Tyler Leathers isn’t only 
Aes nough to own Hexed 
(10309 - 82 Ave, upstairs), a 
store themed around the music 
and lifestyles of punk, gothic and 
industrial rock. He’s old enough to 
have recently relocated the store 
from the northside to the heart of 
Old Strathcona atop Terra Foods 

and beside Alhambra Books. 

Leathers is so-0-0-0-0-0 young. 
But he knows and is punk rock 
and he has an older brother to help 
him out if he should stumble. 

Actually, the story isn’t so sim- 
ple. Eric Leathers, Tyler’s brother, 
now 18, began the shop several 
years ago and clarifies this mo- 
ment in time: “Tyler just turned 16. 
I sold the store to him about a year 
ago. He’s been running it since. 

“Tt was down on 101 Street and 
108 Avenue across from Vic Comp 
(high school), behind Freecloud 
(music store). At the same time, I 
was going through diploma exams 
and working another job at a gas

station and running to the record 
store all at the same time. So I sold 
the store to my brother then went 
to work out at a mine site for 
seven months. 

“When it was over, Tyler offered 
me a job. So I’m running things for 
him now.” 

At this time, it’s a 16-year-old’s 
punk rock store with things for the 
goths too. But don’t be surprised 
to see more from this dynamic 
duo. Eric, also a member of Shove, 
an industrial band, succinctly de- 
scribed the store’s philosophy. 

“Hexed is basically an under- 
ground music store that caters to 
the people that usually don’t get 
supported in any sort of way. Tyler 
is so young, he’s not looking into 
making a lot of money. As long as 
he can afford to put gas in his car, 
that’s all he cares about. We put on 
the lowest markup we possibly 
can on everything and try to get 
things out to the people who want 
them.” 

At Hexed, you can find an odd 


but serious range of punk, gothic 
and industrial music in CD format 
and all sizes of vinyl, including 
five-inch. Here's a sample of fea- 
tured artists: Vapids, Teen Degen- 
erate, Viletones, Misfits, Dead or 
Alive, Soil and Eclipse, Coptic 
Rain, Proscriptor, ACME, Fiends 
and Condemned 84.

Ragedy Anne site lets content shine 


ocal publishers Kristin Kaasa and Susan Sanford are gaining an inter 

national reputation for their feminist publication Ragedy Anne. 

Published quarterly, the zine examines feminist issues in an honest, 
straightforward manner. Their mag is called Ragedy Anne because Anne 
is a doll but, in Kaasa and Sanford’s words, she’s no Barbie doll. Indeed, 
they observe, Anne comes complete with a thrift-store dress. Adopting 
this no-frills approach to publishing and feminism has earned these two 
the admiration and respect of readers.

And recently, that sentiment translated itself into a badge of honor — 
Ragedy Anne's electronic site was named as a Site of the Week by Yahoo 
Canada. Critics at Yahoo praised the site for its clear, sensible content in 
aseries of site selections grouped together under a feminist theme (other 
sites mentioned by Yahoo include a local Sarah McLachlan site, Akin to 
Anne, a site about Lucy Maude Montgomery and Anne of Green Gables, a 
University of Saskatchewan site called Herstory Exhibition and a site 
posted by the Canadian Association for the Advancement of Women in 
Sport). 

Yahoo called the site “one of the coolest and most informative guides 
on Canadian. feminism.” The accolades are well-deserved. The Ragedy 
Anne Online website is well-constructed. It looks good graphically but 
(thank goodness) webmistress Kasia Gawlak places the zine’s content, 
rather than annoying Java script bells and whistles, front and centre. 
This is a simple rule of web design (for zines) that is too often ignored by 
those guys who want their sites adorned with flaming logos. 

Now then, to the content. The current issue’s theme poses the all- 
encompassing question: what is feminism? And it dishes out a handful of 
intriguing answers. Delving into the articles, you'll find out why RA has 
such a solid rep: the writing is short and to the point, offering a wide 
range of opinion, You'll find an interesting analysis of Shulamith 
Firestone’s controversial Dialect of Sex, by Michelle Lobkowicz in the 
Old School Girls section, a heartfelt piece about the most important job 
in the world in an article entitled The Value of Women’s Work, by Kaasa, 
and a piece by Greg Johnson on the patriarchy of language. (I found it to 
be utopian, SNAG proselytizing. But that’s okay. A variety of opinions 
should generate a variety of reactions, ) 

This first anniversary issue also features a great article, by Sanford, 
called Girl Power?!? Sanford was inspired by an episode of 90210 (her 
mom’s a junkie) in which Donna decides to use real women instead of 
skinny models for a fashion catalogue. Wondering if the producers of the 
show would “take a hint from Donna and tell Tori Spelling to gain some 
fucking weight” and curious about publications aimed at young women, 
Sanford critiques mainstream publications such as YM and Seventeen. 

Again, content shines through. And that is the beauty of this site. 

Oh yeah: you wouldn’t expect a zine about feminist issues to be selling 
tank tops and hot pants, but Ragedy Anne does. Click into their gift shop 
area for some funny photos.

Tariq Khatib, owner of the 
Jewel of Kashmir, wanted to buy 
his own building and chose this 
location because he could rebuild 
to his own specifications. And 
rebuild it he did: it’s a darling 
space. The stark white walls and 
graceful columns are offset by 
eclectic furnishings, colorful, 
Indian-style paintings (and 
Western-style paintings with 
Indian themes) and Indian fab- 
rics. The  Pakistani-born, 
Edmonton-raised Khatib has a 
master of food administration 
degree and is happily applying his 
years of experience.

First off, the Jewel is a north- 
ern-style Indian restaurant w 
Khatib tells me offers a more 
meat-and-bread-based cuisine 
than southern Indian influences 
going back to the days of the 
Mogul Empire. For the diner, this 
means the broadest possible 
menu offerings for both vegetari- 
an and omnivorous palates. 

As I mentioned earlier, I’ve 
always loved Indian cooking for 
its diversity of spices, sauces and 
curry variations and did not leave 
this restaurant disappointed. 
Each dish seemingly existed in a 
universe of its own spices and the 
whole meal somehow managed 
to not overpower my own notori- 
ously delicate tastebuds. 

Khatib started us off with 
some papad (wafer-thin, crispy 
bread served with mint and 
tamarind chutneys) and a 
mango juice (flown in fresh 
from Kashmir — yum!) and fol- 
lowed this in lightning speed 
with two entrees: a chicken tan- 
doori (chicken pieces marinated 
in yogurt and cooked in a tan- 
doori clay oven) and a rogan 
josh (marinated, boneless, lean 
lamb chunks in a yogurt-based 
curry sauce). Both dishes were 
medium spiced, cooked to per- 
fection and served with a good 
selection of fresh vegetables 


and the requisite yogurt sauce. 
The lamb dish went especially 
well with the serving of saffron 
rice we were provided, given the 
rogan josh’s rich sauce. 

Complementing these tw 
excellent entrees was the restau- 
rant’s piping fresh naan bread 
and vegetable bhajee. The naan 
bread (Indian fry-bread) was a 
cloud-light delight, all golden 
goodness and cooked just right. 
Naan bread can be greasy, but 
not here, not the night we visited. 
The bhajee — mixed vegetabl 
cooked in yet another tasty curry 
sauce — was also a good comple- 
ment to both the entrees and the 
plentiful fresh vegetables. 

Needless to say, we wanted a 
bit of a change of pace for 
dessert, and Khatib suggested the 
Indian coffee and the mango ice 
cream. The Indian coffee is A- 
grade instant coffee boiled in 
cream then mixed with milk and 
honey. It kinda tastes like a latté 
but is much sweeter and r 
a nice after-dinner treat, but n 
something I'd drink every day. 
The mango ice cream was as sub- 
urb as everything else we’d been 
served that night. It also comes 
spiced and is very decadent. 

It was the perfect sophisticated 
treat to end the cosmopolitan din- 
ing evening we wanted.

sources like the techno-punk/urchin 
Jean. John takes Jim out to find pho- 
tos that typify life in Hong Kong. 
Representative of the culture of jour- 
nalists and photojournalists, they des- 
perately try to find and preserve 
images encapsulating that particular 
political and social climate. 

As intriguing as John’s personal 
story is, a Chinese Box incorporates 
boxes within boxes. Each 
is slightly smaller than the 
last and they fit together 
perfectly as one unit. If 
you think of these boxes 
as serving dual purposes 
— to conceal that which 
should not be seen and to 
protect that which is frag- 
ile — we find the perfect 
analogy for Hong Kong. 
Various shots through 
windows, doorways, 
alleys and other angular, 
man-made openings 
frame much of the 
action. The feeling of 
being very literally 
“boxed in” is made real 
through the cinematog- 
raphy. The delicate and 
the shameful are kept 
in their boxes of differ- 
ent sizes in director 
Wayne Wang’s Hong 
Kong. 

Chinese Box tells a 
story of passions of 
many kinds. The story 
is well told and utterly 
moving. Such a seam- 
less marriage of per- 
sonal, social and political 
issues is a treat. And the 

performances by both 
Irons and Li are superb. 

Chinese Box avoids preaching and, 
in telling its story, almost ignores the 
political trappings but not quite. The 
future of Hong Kong and the charac- 
ters we become acquainted with are 
so enmeshed, we cannot help but 
understand that a threat to Hong 
Kong's way of life is imminent.

Not to mention 
the golden dialogue stuffed into 
the mouths of the characters and 
the great stories, with complex 
nuances, that motivate us to watch 
those films over and over again. 
Your Friends & Neighbours hasn't 
the faintest trace of any of these 
elements. 

I never thought I'd say this, but I 
finally found a worse 1998 cine- 
matic experience than Spice 
World. 

At least in Spice World, the film- 
makers didn’t set out — not inten- 
tionally, at least — to make you 
feel shitty. 

This is a film that could only 
appeal to the most ardent film 
snob, a person who might accuse 
me of being an enemy of indepen- 
dent cinema after reading this 
review. That's not it at all, howeyv- 
er.

os Angeles — Once upon a 

l time, Matt Damon was just a 
name. Then there was Good 
Will Hunting and Damon became 
a commodity. Two films currently 
on the market profit from this 
twist of Hollywood fate: Saving 
Private Ryan and now, Rounders 

Saving Private Ryan, of 
course, exists in its own world of 
Spielberg buzz. But Rounders is a 
quiet film, featuring its big ticket 
star — Damon — alongside the 
new actor’s actor, Edward 
Norton. 

Norton is the one to watch. In 
Los Angeles, Norton appeared for 
morning interviews, looking a lit- 
tle rough. Slight and pale, he

looked like he had been up too 
late, living a bit too hard. A tight 
smile started on the left side of 
his mouth and travelled but when 
he spoke, it was only from the 
right side. 

One journalist postulated he’s a 
burnout in progress. To be sure, 
he’s not the pretty boy which is 
part of Damon’s success formula.

Oh yeah — Matt Damon's in this gripping film too. 


But Norton has had no press 
about Gary Oldman-like sub- 
stance abuse, in spite of the 
resemblance, and he can carry an 
entire film on his back as he did 
in Primal Fear. 

In Rounders, set in New York’s 
high-stakes, underground poker 
world, Mike (Damon) and Worm 
(Norton) are longtime friends. 
Mike’s trying to do the straight 
and narrow by attending law 
school and Worm is doing time. 
While Mike feels a certain alle- 
giance to Worm when he gets out 
of prison, he rebuffs the sugges- 
tion the clean life isn’t the way to 
go. 

Only when Worm’s reckless- 
ness pulls Mike back into the 
demi-monde of poker — running 
up massive debts in Mike’s name 
— does Worm’s intent become 
more than just a motivating part 
of the plot. 

Press notes refer to Rounders 
as a neo-noir film. Director John 
Dahl (The Last Seduction) 
defines the classic noir plot as 
involving a character who meets a 
mysterious but compelling 
woman and puts his trust in her 


story, only to discover nothing is 
as it seems and his goodwill has 
been betrayed. In a bit of back- 
peddling; perhaps because Dahl 
felt Rounders would be a better 
sell if he called it a buddy movie, 
he denied the neo-noir label. Yet, 
it does work. The “woman” is now 
Worm who entangles Mike in dan- 
gerous debts. In place of the 
“betrayal,” Worm demonstrates a 
left-handed form of loyalty by 
forcing Mike to face the fact:he 
was meant to play poker, not 
practice law. 

For first-time screenwriters 
David Leven and _ Brian 
Koppelman have produced a legit- 
imate group of lead characters. 
Norton realized this: “What I liked 
about the script was that it didn’t 
say, ‘be mature and take your 
skills off the street and become a 
lawyer.’ And that is why I liked 
Worm because, at one level, he is 
getting Mike into logistical trou- 
ble. (But) Worm is more philo- 
sophically grounded. He’s the one 
who’s saying, ‘I accept everything 
that comes with the way I live. 
That is what thrills me. You are 
the one with the problem because 


you are letting other people tell 
you you don’t love something and 
that’s squeezing all the life out of 
you.’ I like that Worm helps free 
Mike to pursue his passion.” 

It would be very surprising if 
Norton’s career goes the glittering 
star route. His gritty looks, which 
blend in with Rounders co-stars 
John Malkovich and John Tur- 
turro, will probably prevent him 
choosing this path. More than 
likely, he’ll fall into the same cate- 
gory as Johnny Depp, being an 
accomplished artist beyond just 
“character roles” and appealing to 
the male audience by counter-bal- 
ancing golden boys. As if right on 
cue, his next film is David 
Fincher’s Fight Club, where he 
shares the screen with — you 
guessed it — Brad Pitt. 

On one hand, it’s a shame this 
Yale-educated, Japanese-speak- 
ing, subway-taking actor is rele- 
gated to such narrow casting. But 
on the other hand, someone has 
to be up on the big screen making 
movies worth going to for the 
intelligent portion of the audi- 
ence.
